1206 ("time periods [under 37 CFR 1.192(a)] may be extended imder 37 CFR l,136(a)"). 

As previously stated, applicants filed a Notice of Appeal which was received by the 
Office on October 25, 2004. Applicants Aen filed Brief on Appeal on January 25, 2005 
(certificate of mailing) which was received by the Office on January 28, 2005. Clearly, the filing 
of these papers was timely, and the holding of abandonment was eixoneous. 

Accordingly, this Petition should be granted.
